Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 20. — The state 
capital has been in a state of 
unusual quiet during tho reeeaa 
taken by the legislature on Fri- 
day, but Sunday night moat of tho letT- 
islatora and a horde of politicians re- 
turned, and the senatorial pot is again 
boiling. The first formal ballot for 
aenator will b« taken Tuesday in the 
two houses in separate fessions. The 
leaders of Senator Blackburn were re- 
inforced Sunday night by the arrival 
of a large number of political wire 
pullers of note, and a corresponding; 
number of prominent republicans came 
in to help Congressman Hunter. 

Though it lias been tacitly agreed 
between several prominent republican 
senators and the democratic steering 
committee that no election shall result 
from the balloting till the successor to 
the late Itepresentative Wilson is 
elected and qualifies, this has never 
been ratified, and some of those who 
are very close to Congressman Honter 
say it will not be, and that Hunter 
will be elected Wednesday. 

Senators Petrie, Landes and Stege, 
republicans, however, say they will not 
vote for Hunter till Wilson's successor 
arrives, and if they can carry out this 
programme Hunter at most can only 
muster 60 votes, thus leaving him three 
votes short of election. 

The situation between Hunter and 
Blackburn seems to be a deadlock, the 
former with little or no chance, and 
the latter with absolutely none of 
breaking It by election.

The maintenance of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, as set forth in the resolntlon, is 
held to be vital to the welfare of this 
country and the American continent. 

The Doctrine, it is asserted is now in 
force, and has been in force ever since it 
was established by Presidont Monroe, 

The resolution declares it to mean 
that the acquisition by purchase, aggres- 
sion or otherwise, of any territory on 
the American continent by a foreign 
power is an unfriendly act, and such' 
acquisition will not be permitted by the 
I'nited States. 

The resolution declares that in case 
boundary disputes on the American con- 
tinent between foreign Governments and 
American Governments are decided by 
arbitration, agreement or purchase, or in 
any "manner whatever, the Tinted States 
shall be the sole judge as to whether the 
Monroe Doctrine has been violated in 
such arbitration or agreement.
